1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or teach the claimed rotatable 
mixing member rotating on a horizontally oriented axis, a motor coupled to the mixing 
member and rotating the mixing member in first and second opposite directions, and a 
sensor for detecting an occurrence of a rotation reversal condition, and a controller for 
generating a rotation reversal signal in response to the sensor. Although U.S. Patent 
No. 7,047,758 to Ross discloses a drive motor 48 for a horizontal rotatable mixing 
member 44, there is no disclosure for a sensor for detecting an occurence of a rotation 
reversal condition or a controller for generating a rotation reversal signal in response to 
the sensor.
